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New Constitution Adopted 


After spirited debate, the North 
Shore Country Day School adopted a 
new constitution at its annual meeting 
last Christmas. There were two basic 
reasons for this action—(1) no one 
knew what had happened to the previ¬ 
ous constitution, and (2) there would 
be something to do at the annual meet¬ 
ing. With a few minor changes, the 
document, as prepared by the self- 
appointed committee which framed it, 
was adopted. 

Willoughby Walling, trained for an 
arduous session at the meeting by 
years in the backwoods, led the attack. 
With fiery eloquence, he flayed the 
committee which formed the constitu¬ 
tion for their choice of words. 
Deploring their steam roller methods, 
he called on the assembly to rise as a 
body and throw the grafting politi¬ 
cians from their offices. A murmur of 
indignation arose from the crowd at 
these words. The chairman, Harriet 
Leonard, rose to her feet and de¬ 
manded a vote of confidence. When 
the tumult subsided, after an accurate 
vote, the results were: “For the gov¬ 
ernment;” 52; “agin the government,” 
2. English Walling sided with his 
brother. 

Taking up the constitution section 
by section, after bitter discussion and 
loathsome personalities, the measure, 


as printed below, was finally passed. 
Distinctive features of which every 
North Shore graduate should be proud 
are: 

(1) There is no life insurance policy 
attached whereby on the death of one 
of the members the rest contribute to 
burial expenses. 

(2) The unemployment situation 
remains unchanged. 

(3) There is an alumni paper which 
is really to be printed every year (if 
the present editors ever get to work). 

(4) Any graduate may become a 
member of the association, even if he 
is a Democrat. 

The constitution, as adopted by the 
assembly in December, 1929, is given 
below: 

PREAMBLE 

We, the alumni of the North Shore 
Country Day School, in order to foster 
a spirit of unity between the students 
and graduates, to weld together in 
feeling and in sentiment all those who 
have attended the school and to aid 
the school and its members in every 
way possible, do hereby form and 
establish the North Shore Country 
Day School Alumni Association. 

ARTICLE I 

Sec. 1. The name of this organiza¬ 
tion shall be “The North Shore Coun¬ 
try Day School Alumni Association.” 
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ARTICLE II 
Membership 

Sec. I. Any former student who 
has spent one year or more in the high 
school automatically becomes a mem¬ 
ber of the North Shore Country Day 
School Alumni Association upon con¬ 
cluding his undergraduate contact 
with the school. 

Sec. 2. Any former student in the 
lower grades who signifies his interest 
in the school and this association may 
become a member by petition to the 
president and election at the annual 
meeting. 

Sec. 3. Any one whom the alumni 
feel should belong to this association, 
but who does not fall into either of the 
two classes of self-originating mem¬ 
bers, may become so, after proper 
nomination by a member and election 
at the annual meeting. 

Sec. 4. No one shall become a mem¬ 
ber of the North Shore Country Day 
School Alumni Association until the 
class with which he has been associ¬ 
ated has graduated. 

Sec. 5. Any member who fails to 
pay the annual dues, as stated in Arti¬ 
cle VI, shall be denied the privilege of 
voting and shall not be sent a copy of 
The Bulletin. 

ARTICLE III 

Sec. 1. The officers of the Alumni 
Association shall be a president, vice- 
president, secretary, treasurer, editor- 
in-chief and nominating committee of 
three. 

Sec. 2. The president shall be the 
chief executive and shall preside at all 
meetings. 

Sec. 3. The vice-president shall act 
in the absence of the president. 

Sec. 4. The secretary shall keep the 
minutes of all the meetings and take 
care of all the correspondence of the 
association. 

Sec. 5. The treasurer shall have 
custody of the association funds and 
shall file an annual report. 

Sec. 6. The editor-in-chief shall be 
in charge of the alumni paper. 

Sec. 7. The nominating committee

shall prepare a slate of candidates for 
the offices. 

ARTICLE IV 

Sec. 1. There shall be an alumni pa¬ 
per to be published at least once a 
year. 

Sec. 2. The editor-in-chief shall 
have full charge of the publication of 
this paper with such assistants as he 
desires. 

Sec. 3. The paper will be sent free 
of charge to all fully paid members of 
the association. 

ARTICLE V 

Sec. 1. There shall be at least one 
regular meeting held each year. The 
date shall be selected by the president. 

ARTICLE VI 
Dues 

Sec. 1. The dues of this association 
shall consist of $2 per year, payable at 
the annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. This $2 dues does not in¬ 
clude the dinner. Charge for this din¬ 
ner shall be based upon the current 
charge for foodstuffs. 

BY-LAWS 
Article 1 

Any amendment to this constitution 
shall be made by a three-quarters vote 
of those present at the annual meeting. 

Article 2 

In case of emergency, the president 
with the consent of one other officer 
shall be empowered to take any action 
he feels necessary. Their actions will 
be effective until the next meeting of 
the association. 
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PSEUDO CONSTITUTION 

Taken unawares, the Alumni Asso¬ 
ciation discovered to its dismay that it 
had passed two constitutions for this 
august body. One you have read in an 
earlier column of The Bulletin; the 
other is given below. 

Cracking the Parliamentary whip, 
the self-appreciated constitutional com¬ 
mittee secured practically unanimous 
support in the passing of this so-called 
work of genius. By only paying 10 
cents more, graduates may now belong 
to two North Shore Country Day 
School Alumni Associations. All dues, 
contributions, etc., should be sent to 
the editors of The Bulletin. They 
guarantee to use every cent in research 
work, in order to support the candi¬ 
dacy of J. Ham Lewis for the Senator- 
ship. 

One proposed amendment failed to 
pass because the chairman refused to 
take a vote. Willoughby Walling 
suggested that the placards, as men¬ 
tioned in Article 2 of the by-laws, 
should be of brass, as being the most 
fitting. Otherwise the constitution is 
as follows: 


PREAMBLE 

We, the charter members of the 
North Shore Country Day School 
Alumni Association, believing our¬ 
selves the only ones capable of com¬ 
prehensive mental agility, forethought 
and afterthought, do hereby draw up, 
ordain and establish the following con¬ 
stitution for the North Shore Country 
Day School Alumni Association: 

ARTICLE I 

The name of this association shall 
be the North Shore Country Day 
School Alumni Association. 

ARTICLE II 

The officers of this association shall 
be the president, vice-president, secre¬ 
tary, treasurer and nominating com¬ 
mittee of the four charter members. 

Charter members shall be the only 
ones eligible for office, serving in rota¬ 
tion. 


ARTICLE III 
Purpose 

The purpose shall be for the further¬ 
ance of the ideals, financial benefits 
and social advancement of the mem¬ 
bers of the association, and especially 
the charter members. 

ARTICLE IV 
Dues 

For charter members—10 cents. 

For other members—10 cents to 15 
cents, depending upon Bradstreet rat¬ 
ing. 

Membership 

Members shall be elected by the 
charter members from former students 
of the North Shore Country Day 
School whom they feel will best serve 
them in the interests of the association. 
Papers 

There shall be a paper published ev¬ 
ery month, the purpose of same to be 
for assisting the charter members and 
a select few of ordinary members in 
the furtherance of their chosen career 
if any. 

BY-LAWS 
Article 1 

This constitution can only be 
amended by authority of the charter 
members. 

Article 2 

There shall be a suitable placard en¬ 
graved with the names of the charter 
members on the door of each and ev¬ 
ery entrance of each and every build¬ 
ing in commemoration of the splendid 
example, scholarship, character, cour¬ 
age, fortitude and moral qualities they 
exhibit in writing this constitution. 
The names shall be in the following 
order: 

(a) By classes. 

(1) There was a dissension as to

(a) Boal favored alphabetical 
order. 

(b) Miller and Mordock fa¬ 
vored oldest classes first.

EDITORIAL 

A new Board of Editors prints this 
issue. We wish to thank Philip 
Moore, the retiring editor-in-chief, for 
the yeoman service he gave in so ably 
handling The Bulletin in its first and 
most critical year. To carry on to 
the best of our abilities is our plan. 

There will be a great deal of criti¬ 
cism of the change in policy which in 
some respects may be apparent. We 
expect to be burdened with scathing 
letters concerning our tactics. “Libel¬ 
ous,“not fitting for the North Shore 
Country Day School," “an insult to 
the association/' etc., will be com¬ 
ments which we will hear. Write all 
that you feel because next year the 
new editor-in-chief will have that 
much less to prepare himself. 

A real purpose can be found for this 
change. The editors feel that a little 
life must be instilled in the association. 
Fewer dues have been paid this year 
than in years previous. The attend¬ 
ance at the annual meeting was far be¬ 
low what it might have been. This 
may be the wrong system, but we are 
willing to give it a try. 


HIGH HAT? 

While hearing Perry Smith's inter¬ 
esting talk at the alumni luncheon on 
the progress of the school, we were 
greatly impressed by the strides that 
had been made since its foundation ten 
years ago. However, a disquieting 
thought occurred to us, which may be 
briefly expressed by “Are we getting 
high hat?" This was not brought on 
by anything remotely connected with 
Mr. Smith's talk, but was applied more 
to the alumni than to the students 
themselves. 

The impression outsiders have of 
our school is that it is a wealthy man's 
affair—that the boys drive expensive 
cars and the girls compete in expen¬ 


sive dresses. This we know is a false 
impression, but, since the feeling ex¬ 
ists, something must have caused it. 
We are not speaking of one person 
with a misconceived idea, but have 
encountered several. The substance of 
the remarks of one man to whom we 
talked was: “I don't want my chil¬ 
dren at the Country Day because I do 
not want them to get a wrong impres¬ 
sion of their importance." 

Any one who has visited or studied 
the school, met its members and fac¬ 
ulty, would never make that remark. 
He must have gotten it from other 
contacts, probably the alumni. 

It is very easy for the graduate of an 
eastern college as most of us are (or 
tried to be) to gain a false impression 
of a man's worth. Yet there are lots 
of fine people who in twenty years we 
will be proud to know that wear 
ready-made clothes and have never 
heard of Saks, Rosenberg's, or Frank 
Bros. In drifting through private 
school, colleges, into banks and bonds 
and stocks, a superior attitude is often 
developed. However, as a truck driver 
might remark: “Who the hell do you 
think you are?" Very probably you 
couldn't answer. The school is too 
young as yet to have any alumni who 
have proved their worth. Life has 
been made easy by mothers and fath¬ 
ers who have succeeded in both the 
material and cultural world and who 
are endeavoring to implant the same 
ambitions in their sons and daughters. 
Whether they will be able to do so 
will be proved in the next few years 
and a supercilious superior attitude is 
not the best characteristic for a suc¬ 
cessful business man or a successful 
wife. Ability to understand and 
appreciate all types of people is a far 
more valuable characteristic than abil¬ 
ity to mix with only one class. A self- 
satisfied person seldom goes far. 

Various head masters of schools we 
know have stated that “a school is as 
strong as its alumni." It is up to the 
few alumni we have to correct the false 
impression of their own actions. 
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COMMUNICATIONS 

To the Editors of The Alumni Bulletin. 
Gentlemen: 

I wish to discuss something which I 
feel is of great importance to every 
North Shore graduate. If we have 
such an organization as an Alumni 
Association, we must be careful how it 
is run. At the last meeting, it Was 
very evident that complete control was 
in the hands of a few of the older 
graduates. They did exactly what 
they wished with the organization. 
No political steam roller that ever ex¬ 
isted had quite as much power. While 
I have nothing particularly to criticize 
about the constitution, as adopted, I do 
find fault with they way it was ham¬ 
mered through. Individual views 
ought to be given a chance for expres¬ 
sion. * 1 

Another thing also meets my disap¬ 
proval. An organization such as the 
Alumni Association with some mem¬ 
bers five and six years out of college 
ought to be able to conduct meetings 
with some seriousness. There was a 
spirit of levity all through the proceed¬ 
ings. Little Parliamentary decorum 
was shown. We must have a serious 
and vital purpose for the association or 
it is valueless. How can anything be 
achieved when the political bosses who 
are in control refuse to take anything 
seriously and make a joke out of what 
ought to be thought-developing gath¬ 
erings? What a mockery they make 
of the association and its ideals is 
shown by the pseudo constitution that 
was first offered. I do not like to go 
into personalities, but I believed it 
showed insufferable conceit on the part 
of its framers. 

In all probability, this letter will go 
into the waste basket, but I have at 
least expressed my views to you on the 
deplorable situation which is confront¬ 
ing the association.

CROSSED BY OPPONENTS 

An amazing record has been hung 
up by North Shore football teams dur¬ 
ing the last three years. Too much 
credit cannot be given to Jack Ander¬ 
son, who has coached them so success¬ 
fully. In 1927, what was considered 
the great eleven of all North Shore 
history took the field. Five games 
were won and one was tied. 1928 saw 
even a better season when every game 
was a victory.

This is quite a contrast to the some¬ 
what pitiful struggles of our gallant 
warriors a decade ago.

For days before every con¬ 
test, the whole team had to go out and 
dig stubbles out of the field, so it 
would be possible to play the game. 
There were twelve people on the 
squad, eleven players and one substi¬ 
tute. If two people were injured, we 
would have to finish the game with ten 
men, as there were only twelve boys in 
the high school big enough to play 
football. By big enough, over 100 
pounds is meant. 

North Shore teams today are power¬ 
ful aggregations feared by all their 
opponents. The main point in favor of 
the old elevens was that they were 
good losers—but then they had enough 
practice at it. But, even then, they 
laid a foundation in sportsmanship, 
which still remains. North Shore 
plays hard football, but it plays glean 
football. Their success has been phe¬ 
nomenal and we wish it to continue.
